HALSBURY EIGHTY-FIVE. 


Great British Lawyer Is a Vigorous 
Old Man and Still Plays Golf. 


Lord Halsbury, the great lawyer 
who was Lord Chancellor in the last 
Conservative Administration, — cele- 
brated his 85th birthday recently. 

Most men who had: been’ born 
twelve years before Queen Victoria’s 
accession and ten years after Water- 
loo would be content to enjoy life 
from an arm-chair. 

Not so Lord Halsbury. On fine 
days that extraordinary vigorous 
man follows a morning’s work with 
four or five hours on the golf links. 

His lordship is living at his cot- 
tage on the tip of the North Fore- 
land. 

A country clergyman or doctor 
would call the ‘‘cottage’’ a handsome 
house. But it is none the less a sim- 
ple one, twenty yards from its open 
gate on the Broadstair road. 

It is just the p!-in, “comfortable 
‘place in which one would expect 
such a sturdy, ruddy-faced English-. 
man as Lord Halsbury to retreat 
from the sedentary chains of the law- 
yer and the town politician.
